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New stores decision 
Svill hit youngsters’ 


YOUNG people have lost out fol¬ 
lowing the dramatic climax of the 
two-year supermarket saga, the 
town’s football club has said. 

After jockeying for position for 
almost two years, Morrisons and 
Tesco were granted permission to 
build new stores in Newmarket 
by Forest Heath District Council, 
while applications for a Sains- 
bury’s along with a five-screen 
Odeon, restaurants and 90 homes 
on the town’s George Lambton 
Playing Fields and an Asda store 
on land bounded by Black Bear 
Lane, Rowley Drive and High 
Street, were rejected. 

The decisions were finally 
made at an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing of the Development Control 
Committee last Wednesday after 
almost five hours of discussion 
but the issue continues to split 
the town. 

Kevin Grainger, manager at 
Newmarket Town Football Club, 
told the News he was “outraged” 
the council decided to turn down 
Sainsbury’s, whose application 
would have funded the reloca¬ 
tion of NTFC ground to Brickfield 
Stud as well as improvements to 
Newmarket College playing fields 
and a cinema on the proposed

site on the George Lambton Play¬ 
ing Fields. 

Mr Grainger said: “I am quite 
angry about it. It has been eight 
years in the planning and we 
have been trying so hard to get 
the 322 youngsters somewhere to 
play in the town.” 

NTFC currently play in Dull- 
ingham and Mr Grainger said it 
was a disgrace the town’s children 
couldn’t play football in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

He said: “We have asked the 
Jockey Club for land but we have 
got no response. We need a 25 
acre site to bring the game back 
into Newmarket. 

“I just find it so frustrating as 
no one seems to help us. This is a 
facility Newmarket should have. 
It is an absolute disgrace.” 

Mr Grainger added: “I think 
everyone in the town needs to 
step back and take a look at 
themselves and think about what 
they are doing for young people 
in Newmarket. They will realise it 
is nothing.”

WORLD Touring Car champion 
Rob Huff said he was “lucky to be 
alive” after he was involved in a 
four-vehicle crash near Newmar¬ 
ket last Friday afternoon. 

The Cambridge driver’s orange 
Chevrolet Camaro - the £35,000 
car that belonged to him when he 
won last year’s World Touring Car 
Championship - was completely 
written off in the collision, which 
took place on London Road at 
around 3.15pm. 

Three people, including a driv¬ 
er in his 40s, were taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital with vary¬ 
ing injuries after fire crews from 
Newmarket and Burwell were 
forced to cut two people free from 
their cars. They are believed to be 
in a stable condition. 

The pile-up involved a blue 
Peugeot, a grey BMW and a red 
Volkswagen Golf. 

Huff, 33, who clinched his first 
World Touring Car title in Macau 
last year, was driving on the op¬ 
posite carriageway when the 
crash spilled onto his side of 
the road. 

He told the News : “This 
was a terrible crash and 
I hope everyone else in¬ 
volved was ok. 

“I’m really lucky to 
be alive, I got away with 
injuries to my wrists. The 
air bags on my car worked 
ok -1 wasn’t really hurt at all. 

“My car, on the other hand, was 
completely written off. I’m gutted, 
it was the car that belonged to me 
when I won last year’s champion¬ 
ship. It is totally unfixable. 

“I believe the accident occurred 
when a grey BMW came up be-

hind the Peugeot and slowed 
down. They were then both hit by 
a Red Golf. It was a pretty nasty 
crash.” 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service confirmed that 
two people had to be cut 
from their cars, adding 
“it was a pretty serious 
crash”. 

Huff said: “Obvi¬ 
ously my thoughts go 
out to the others in the 
crash. 

“I hope they’re ok, 
there seemed to be some 
serious injuries.” 

Huff became the first driver to 
take delivery of a UK specifica¬ 
tion Chevrolet Camaro last year. 

After purchasing the car he had 
said it was one of the best days of 
his life.

The Sainsbury’s bid was re¬ 
fused on the grounds the “criti¬ 
cal mass” of development might 
create an alternative town cen¬ 
tre and would detract from the 
vitality of the High Street. 

Cllr Lambton, who submitted 
the bid, said: “I was very disap¬ 
pointed about the decision and 
I think Newmarket has missed 
out on a big opportunity with 
the benefits we were offering.” 

He refused to say if he would 
appeal against the decision. 

Plans for Asda on the land 
bounded by Black Bear Lane, 
High Street and Rowley Drive 
were also refused over heritage 
and racing concerns. 

These decisions were wel¬ 
comed by some, including New¬ 
market Town Council and the 
Newmarket Horseman’s Group. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, chair of the 
town council’s development 
control committee, said: “The 
decisions are right for Newmar¬ 
ket and we are very grateful to 
the councillors and officers of 
Forest Heath District Council 
for delivering the right result.” 

The Newmarket Horseman’s 
Group, which represents key 
stakeholders in the industry, 
also spoke against Asda and 
Sainsbury’s, saying both sites 
contradict the town’s racing 
policy. 

Chairman William Gittus said: 
“We believe the result strikes 
the balance between appropri-

ate development for Newmar¬ 
ket and protecting the future of 
the horseracing industry, the as¬ 
set which is critical to the town’s 
economic and cultural wellbe¬ 
ing.” 

Landowner Bill Gredley, of 
Unex Group who proposed the 
Asda development, also refused 
to comment on whether he 
would make an appeal. 

The decision to approve the 
4,653 sq m Morrisons store, on 
the former gasworks site in Exn¬ 
ing Road, has been greeted with 
joy in some quarters. 

The grocery giant has said it 
will create more than 250 jobs at 
its site in Exning Road as well as 
cleaning up the contaminated 
site. 

Luke Pickering, a spokesman 
for Simons Group developers 
who are partners for Morrisons, 
said: “We are delighted that For¬ 
est Heath District Council has 
approved our plans to bring 
Morrisons to Newmarket. 

“This shows how local resi¬ 


dents have been listened to 
by the council throughout the 
planning process and we would 
like to take this opportunity to 
recognise the phenomenal sup¬ 
port that we have received.” 

It is hoped work will begin on 
the site by the end of the year. 

Diane Robertshaw, chair of 
the Newmarket Retailers As¬ 
sociation, said: “We were quite 
convinced that Morrisons 
would do the least harm so to 
see that go through wasn’t an 
issue.” 

But the retailers were “disap¬ 
pointed” by plans for a 9,870 
sq m Tesco in Fordham Road, 
which will replace the existing 
5,223 sq m supermarket. 

She said: “We were all a little 
disappointed to see two super¬ 
market's go through and having 
a Tesco the size this one will be 
will have an impact on the High 
Street no matter how you look 
at it.” 

John Timothy, head of region¬ 
al corporate affairs at Tesco, 
said the expanded store would 
create 200 new jobs and provide 
a community package of ben¬ 
efits worth £1 million. 

“We have got thousands of 
loyal customers in Newmar¬ 
ket and they have told us while 
they love shopping with us they 
want to see improvements to 
the store, a better range and 
shopping experience and this 
planning permission is the first 
step.”

OUTRAGED residents attended 
a public meeting to express 
their fury over a town council’s 
decision to fund a private op¬ 
eration for the town clerk. 

Newmarket Town Council 
paid almost £7,000 for special¬ 
ist surgery for Isabelle Barrett's 
crippling neck condition. She 
has been signed off work by 
doctors since March. 

The matter was discussed in 
the confidential section of the 
council’s agenda before it was 
approved by the full council, bar 
Labour councillors Joy Uney, 
Mick Jefferys and Chris Turner. 

Residents packed out the Me¬ 
morial Hall for the town’s an¬ 
nual meeting on Thursday to 
demand the town council pay 
the money back. 

One Newmarket resident Ian 
Bedford said: “What this does is 
set a dangerous precedent. 

“I don’t know if this idea was 
born out of naivete or incompe¬ 
tence or something sleazier but 
I believe the money needs to 
be put back in the public purse 
without bringing more shame 
on the town of Newmarket.” 

Outgoing mayor Cllr George 
Lambton, speaking on behalf 
of the town council, said the 
decision was taken by the full 
council and they stood by their 
decision. 

He said: “The advice we re¬ 
ceived on the expected time 
scale with which she would

have been able to return to work 
if she went through the NHS 
and the sick pay she would have 
been owed, we made the offer 
on the basis it would save the 
council money.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst told the 
meeting the town clerk had 
been suffering from a painful 
condition which was starting to 
cause some paralysis on her left 
side and was taking pills to treat

her pain of a similar strength to 
morphine. 

He said: “I fully supported it. 
I think it was the best thing to 
do.” 

Cllr Hirst said the council had 
a duty of care towards its staff 
and it was obliged to pay Mrs 
Barrett sick pay which could 
have amounted to £25,000 over 
a year if she had been forced to 
wait for weeks to have the sur¬ 
gery on the NHS. 

There is a significant recovery 
time needed after surgery. 

He said: “It is one of the most 
dangerous operations there is. 

“The town clerk is a key work¬ 
er and if it was your daughter or 
one of you we would have given 
you the same treatment.” 

The council are required to 
have a town clerk, which is a 
highly skilled post, to act as le¬ 
gal advisor to councillors. 

Although a deputy town clerk 
was hired earlier this year, she 
was only in the post for a few 
days before the town clerk was 
signed off work so she did not 
receive the proper training to 
carry out all of the town clerk’s 
duties. 

The meeting heard Mrs Bar¬ 
rett’s family contributed £4,000 
while Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil paid a sum of £6,900 for the 
treatment. 

Cllr Hirst told the meeting the 
town clerk was making a good 
recovery and it is hoped she 
will be able to return to work in 
June.

MARY Portas's task to put the heart 
back into the centre of our High 
Streets has been documented in a 
series of three programmes which 
all showed the importance a vibrant 
market has to play. 

Mary says: "high streets of 
the future must be a hub of the 
community that local people are 
proud of and want to protect." 

She goes on to state: "I want to 
breathe economic and community 
life back into our high streets and 
town centres. I want to see all our 
high streets bustling with people, 
services, and jobs. They should 
be vibrant places that people 
choose to visit. They should be 
destinations. Anything less is a 
wasted opportunity." 

Well the wasted opportunity 
certainly is a label that fits Forest 
Heath District Council. 


Over 500 markets (but not ours) are 
involved in the national Love Your 
Market 2013 and provide for up to 
3,000 new traders to try their hand 
at market trading 
Louth market, a thriving market 
in Lincolnshire, boasts to have 
shop retailers benefiting from extra 
footfall in the town on market days. 
Some businesses even trade on 
the market as an additional way to 
advertise their businesses 
Durham market is inviting young 
entrepreneurs to bring their ideas 
to market. Edinburgh is starting a 
Sunday market. The town council 
saved the market at Kirkby Lonsdale 
and were rewarded for their effort 
with a visit from Prince Charles who 
spoke to every stallholder. 

The community manager tasked 
with the rebuild of the market said 
the market was now helping to 
increase business throughout the 
town each market day. 

Bristol City Council has started 


a food market in the evening one 
night a week 5pm - 9pm. Newbury 
market has been able to halve the 
rents due to new arrangements with 
the street cleansing. The reduced 
rents have helped attract new 
stallholders. 

Where councils and planners 
have embraced their markets, great 
strides have been made with the 
regeneration of their town centre 
shopping areas with all retailers 
gaining from extra footfall. 

As at any election time great lip 
service is given to influence voting, 
but it's not promises the markets of 
Forest Heath require, it's action. 
Our markets have been under 
review for 18 months by various 
positions at FHDC with the view 
to make improvement, but nothing 
has changed. 

Newmarket in Bloom and 
supermarkets always sit high on 
agendas with various council 
groups. Real help for independent 


traders and retailers that will 
attract custom to the town seems 
to be decisions that are beyond 
their abilities. There is obviously 
no real vision for the market and 
independent retailers of the town. 

To revive the market and make it 
a town attraction is not a hard task. 
The traders organised a farmers' 
market in the winter and although 
we had terrible weather on the day, 
it was a great day and attracted 
many people from out of town. 

The traders led the way with a 
concept that could and should have 
been built upon. Why did it not 
happen? Only the councillors can 
answer that question. 

It's time for councillors to cut 
the waffle and stand up and be 
counted. Show a committed 
approach, respect the heritage 
of our market towns and work to 
revive them.

PARISH MEETING 

This week, May 30, brings a second im¬ 
portant meeting for Mildenhall parish coun¬ 
cillors, following the rather poorly attended 
Annual Parish Meeting a month ago, when 
only about a half dozen parishioners [apart 
from councillors] actually attended the Jubi¬ 
lee Centre session. This Thursday, [7pm] Cllr 
Malcolm Smith [Market Ward member] who 
last year stepped into the breech when a va¬ 
cancy suddenly occurred, is expected to make 
way for his current vice-chairman Cllr John 
Bloodworth [Great Heath Ward]. 

This meeting is important too in that a vice 
chairman, who generally holds the post for 
two years, is also selected; the council’s com¬ 
mittees [with their chairmen and vice chair¬ 
men] and regular “working groups” are also 
chosen; and council representatives on a large 
number of “outside bodies” e.g. the S.A.L.C 
organisation, The Highways Committee, are 
also put in place.

Partnership for 
county schools 


SUFFOLK schools could learn 
lessons from an inner city Lon¬ 
don borough, according to a re¬ 
port commissioned to improve 
the county’s poor attainment 
levels. 

Suffolk County Council has 
joined forces with Hackney 
Council to create a new educa¬ 
tion partnership, following a 
10-month independent inquiry 
into poor school performance 
in Suffolk. 

A report by the Royal Society 
for the Encouragement of Arts, 
Manufactures and Commerce 
(RSA), which was published last 
week, pointed to improvements 
achieved in schools in Hack¬ 
ney and argued gains can be 
achieved if a similar approach is

taken in Suffolk. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet 
member of education, skills and 
young people at Suffolk County 
Council, said: “When we com¬ 
missioned the RSA to lead the 
Raising the Bar inquiry, we had 
one very clear objective in mind 
- to find solutions that would 
help improve the educational 
attainment of Suffolk children 
now and in the future. 

“Whilst we will take time to 
assess fully all the report’s rec¬ 
ommendations, the proposed 
partnership with Hackney is 
something we’re very positive 
about and have already started 
to implement. 


“This isn’t about replicating 
exactly what Hackney has done 
because that wouldn’t necessar¬ 
ily work in Suffolk.” 

She added: “We know that 
much can be achieved from 
closer working with them and 
that fresh ideas will come from 
partnerships like this.” 

Cllr Rita Krishna, cabinet 
member for children’s services 
at Hackney Council, said: “We 
are happy to develop a more 
formal relationship with Suffolk 
County Council to help raise 
educational standards in the 
county.” 

Suffolk County Council is ex¬ 
pected to publish its formal re¬ 
sponse to the RSA's report in July 
2013.

New air routes 
good for district 


AIR routes announced last week 
from Cambridge airport could 
“raise the profile of the area” ac¬ 
cording to a senior councillor. 

Darwin Airline is to launch 
scheduled flights from Cam¬ 
bridge to Amsterdam, Paris, Mi¬ 
lan and Geneva. 

Fifty flights will take to the air 
every week - 24 to and from Am¬ 
sterdam, 12 to and from Paris, 
eight to and from Milan, and six 
to and from Geneva, where Dar¬ 
win is based. 

Cllr David Bowman, cabinet 
member for economic develop¬ 
ment at Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “A growing and 
thriving Cambridge Airport is 
very welcome news. 

“It brings many benefits into 
the wider region, including West 
Suffolk, through greater busi¬ 
ness opportunities, more jobs 
and, I hope, raising the profile 
of our area to potential tourists 
as well.” 

The proposed Home of 
Horseracing Heritage Cen¬ 
tre and the refurbishment of 
Mildenhall Museum will be a 
huge draw for tourists, facilitat¬ 
ed by the improved infrastruc-

ture at the airport, according to 
Cllr Bowman. 

The Eriswell and the Rows 
representative said: “This will 
be a way of working with our 
neighbours in Cambridgeshire 
to provide a benefit for the re¬ 
gion. 

“They have larger planes used 
for horses at the airport so it is 
well used from the racing indus¬ 
try's point of view but I think 
these flights will extend 
the benefits to all lo¬ 
cal people.” 

He added: “It 
will be very easy 
for people com¬ 
pared to going 
to Stansted so I 
think it will ben¬ 
efit the district in 
general.” 

News of the international 
air travel boost was announced 
at a press conference last week 
led by Marshall chief executive 
Robert Marshall, together with 
senior executives from the air¬ 
line. 

Darwin’s chief commercial of¬ 


ficer, Christian Schneider, said 
the reason the airline had cho¬ 
sen Cambridge as its UK base 
was that the city was “a perfect 
fit”. 

He said: “Cambridge has the 
fastest growing economy in the 
UK, and a very interesting re¬ 
gional catchment area - a popu¬ 
lation of six million potential 
customers living within a 60 to 
-minute drive of the airport. 
“We expect to carry 80,000 
people a year from Cambridge 
to these major Euro¬ 
pean cities, both for 
pleasure and busi¬ 
ness.” 

Flights are due 
to begin in Sep¬ 
tember, and fol¬ 
low news that re¬ 
cently introduced 
summer services to 
Jersey have taken off 
in a big way, with advance 
bookings up 75 per cent this 
year.

£119 per person each way and

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Robyne’s rare condition has 
turned her life upside down 


A rare and debilitating condition caused by a deadly blood clot has changed 
Robyne Toseland’s life forever. But, despite battling an illness which leaves her 
“feeling drunk, just without the alcohol”, the inspiring 28 -year-old is determined 
to make every day count - and help others find their silver lining too. Lydia Fallon 
reports

R obyne Toseland is getting a new tattoo, 
but this is no trivial inking of a flower or a 
heart, it is a date - March 16, 2008, to be 
exact - the day her life changed forever. 

“I think people think I’m crazy,” says Robyne. 
“But on that date I was diagnosed with a 
pulmonary embolism, and it all started from 
there really. My life changed and it’s never going 
to be the same again. 

“I want it tattooed to remind me how lucky 
I am, but also because I feel like it symbolises 
the beginning of the new me. In many ways I’m 
grieving for the Robyne that I lost on that date, 
but I’m now a new Robyne -1 just have to try 
and get used to her!” 

To meet Robyne today - bright, bubbly 
and infectiously upbeat -1 would never have 
guessed the girl sitting in front of me has not 
only overcome two life threatening illnesses, but 
also suffers from a chronic condition which has 
turned her world completely upside down. 

A day out shopping with friends, dancing 
the night away in town, a secure and fulfilling 
career. These are the kind of things most 
28-year-olds take for granted, but since Robyne, 
who lives in Impington, was diagnosed with 
Postural Orthostatic Tachycardia Syndrome, or 
POTS for short, last year, even attempting the 
smallest things can prove the ultimate struggle. 
“Life has completely changed for me,” Robyne 
explains. “It’s kind of like I’m old before my time. 
I used to love going out with my friends, but 
now I struggle to plan anything in advance as 
the chances are I won’t have enough energy to 
make it. 

“I’m also a complete shopaholic, and 
this condition really gets in the way of my 
shopping,” she laughs. 

POTS is a chronic health condition which 
can be defined as an abnormal increase in 


heart rate on becoming upright. Although not 
life threatening, it is completely life altering, 
with symptoms including dizziness, fainting, 
headaches, nausea and palpitations. When most 
of us stand up our heart rate increases by 10-15 
beats per minute, but for a POTS sufferer, within 
10 minutes of standing up, there is a heart rate 
increase of 30 beats per minute or more. 

From walking up the stairs to driving her 
car, nothing Robyne does in her day-to-day life 
can escape POTS’ clutches. “Basically it means 
that most of the time I’m standing I feel faint. 

My vision goes dark, my hearing goes funny. 
Sometimes it gets so bad that I’m bed-bound by 
it, because I just can’t function. 

“It doesn’t sound like a big deal, but the way I 
describe it to people is that it’s like doing really 
hard intensity exercise all the time or it’s kind 
of like being drunk without the alcohol, which 
sounds like fun, but when it’s constant it’s really 
not!” 

A rare condition - it has only recently been 
properly described - Robyne had known deep 
down something was wrong for months, but 
struggled to make doctors take notice. They 
believed her ever-growing list of symptoms was 
just her body recovering from the near-fatal 
blood clot that saw her admitted to hospital 
back in 2008, and something that would pass in 
time. But it never did. “For four years after my 
blood clot I kept saying to doctors ‘Something 
isn’t right’. I couldn’t do anything, even walk; I 
was like a snail. I had endless tests but they just 
thought it was my body recovering,” Robyne 
says. 

Pushing her fears to the back of her mind, 
Robyne tried to get her life back on track, but in 
September 2011 she was dealt another blow. “I 
was on the blood thinning medication warfarin, 
and that caused me to have a retroperitoneal 


haemorrhage, which is when the blood pools 
behind the abdomen. I lost six pints of blood 
and it was the worst thing I’ve ever experienced 
in my life, even worse than the blood clot. 

“It was like I had to pick up the pieces all over 
again,” Robyne reflects. “After 20081 felt like my 
heart was broken into pieces and I was trying 
to pick them up one by one, and then that 
happened and it knocked me back again.” 

Lucky to survive for the second time, doctors 
took Robyne off the warfarin, believing the risk 
outweighed the benefits, and went about trying 
to get to the bottom of why she still felt so ill. 


The main thing they could find was that her 
heart rate was completely out of control. In fact, 
Robyne’s GP said it was one of the fastest she’d 
ever seen. “Last year it deteriorated and I had 
a spell where my blood pressure just wouldn’t 
stabilize. I was admitted to hospital and they 
did something called a tilt table test, which 
is when you’re strapped to a table and they 
monitor your heart rate and blood pressure,” 
Robyne explains. 

Following hours of tests, doctors diagnosed 
Robyne with POTS, explaining it was most likely 
caused as a result of blood clots and damage 
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to the deep veins in her legs. After years 
not knowing what was wrong, it was a 
relief to finally be able to put a name to 
the condition. “I just felt like if I could get 
a diagnosis it would justify why I feel so 
poorly all the time, and give me a reason 
to be kinder to myself.” 

But coping with a condition so many 
people have never even heard of can 
prove both lonely and frustrating. “It can 
be really lonely because no one really 
understands how it affects my life. I look 
quite well on the outside, and people 
will look at me and not know anything 
is wrong,” Robyne says. “I have a blue 
badge for parking and people 
just look at me like ‘What is 
she doing?’, and I just want 
to say ‘That’s really unfair, 
because you shouldn’t 
judge a book by its 
cover. Yes, maybe I look 
well, but that doesn’t 
mean on the inside 
things are working 
properly’. Maybe if they 
could live just one day 
in my shoes they would 
realise.” 

And the mystery 
surrounding the illness 
is another reason Robyne is 
so keen to raise awareness, and 
ensure other sufferers have the support 
they so desperately need. “It’s a very 
unusual condition, and yes, it’s not life 
threatening, but it completely turns 
your life upside down. I just think there 
is always a silver lining in things and 
perhaps this is my silver lining - to raise 
awareness and help other people. 

“All I want is for something slightly 
positive to come from it. Even if I could 
just help one person that would make me 
really happy and make it all worthwhile.” 

But even Robyne, a ray of sunshine 
throughout our interview, admits coping 
with everything life has thrown at her 
is a constant struggle. “I’m someone on 
the outside who comes across as quite 
positive but then on the inside I’m falling 
apart a little bit,” she says. “But I think 
you have to keep smiling as best you can, 
even when things are tough. I love the 
quote ‘Only in the darkness can you see 
the stars’. I think that’s really appropriate 
because when things are tough you can 
really see the wonderful things in your 
life as well.” 


One of those ‘wonderful things’ is 
Robyne’s husband Carl, who is always 
there to offer unconditional support on 
the good and bad days. “I got married 
in 2009, and Carl has been an absolute 
angel. Before we got married, I kept 
asking if he was sure he wanted to marry 
an ill person. I sometimes feel guilty 
because I feel like I’m holding him back. 

“Some days he doesn’t even have to say 
anything, he just holds my hand or gives 
me a hug and is just there for me.” 

Robyne believes her condition has 
deteriorated in the last year, and she is 
finding it harder and harder to 
stand or walk for long periods 
of time. Doctors have 
prescribed steroids to 
try and increase blood 
volume and keep the 
blood pressure up, but 
at the moment little 
seems to be working. 
Robyne hopes 
ongoing research will 
provide a clearer path 
forward, but concedes 
it can sometimes be 
difficult to see a future. 
‘Sometimes I have days 
when I think ‘Today is going 
to be the day when it is all 
made better’, but then it doesn’t get 
made better, and I have a real low. 

“Doctors have said they don’t know 
what it means for the long term but I’m 
desperate to have a family: I really want a 
little girl as I’m obsessed with pink.” 

In light of everything she’s been 
through, I wonder if the condition has 
changed Robyne’s outlook on life? “In so 
many ways,” she smiles. “I appreciate life 
much more and realise how lucky I am 
compared to what could have happened. 
It makes me want the smaller things 
more, and love the people close to me 
more than ever. 

“Sometimes I think ‘Why me?’, but 
then I think ‘Well, why not me?’ I truly 
believe everything happens for a reason, 
and I feel like that reason is I can help 
people in a similar situation and let them 
know they’re not alone. It’s scary but you 
can get through it. 

“You have to keep smiling because at 
the end of the day there is a silver lining 
to every cloud.”

Police campaign sees 
drop in metal thefts 


METAL theft across the county 
has dropped by 65 per cent in 
the last year. 

Cambridgeshire Constabu¬ 
lary have undertaken an inten¬ 
sive campaign against the crime 
which they said has “an impact 
on thousands of people” 

During a day of action last 
week, police visited 15 scrap 
yards across Cambridgeshire 
and found the dealers were 
complying with the new legisla¬ 
tion which prohibits cash trans¬ 
actions for scrap metal. 

In addition, 29 vehicles were 
stopped, one cannabis warning 
and one fixed penalty notice for 
a defective tyre were issued. 

Through working with local 
councils, the British Transport 
Police and BT Openreach, the 
force has seen a decline in thefts

of metal from 2,311 crimes in 
2011/12 to just 810 in the year 
leading up to March 31. 

Det Insp Sharon Dence, the 
force’s lead on metal theft, said: 
“The drop in metal theft is ex¬ 
cellent news but we will not be 
complacent and our commit¬ 
ment to tackle theft and ensure 
dealers take their responsibili¬ 
ties seriously will not diminish. 

“Metal theft is not a victimless 
crime. For example, theft of un¬ 
derground cable can potentially 
have an impact on thousands of 
people by knocking out phone

lines and internet services.” 

The crackdown, known as 
Operation Magnet, has includ¬ 
ed regular visits to scrap metal 
dealers, the targeting of vehicles 
carrying scrap metal and days of 
action. 

Officers have also enforced 
new laws prohibiting all cash 
transactions at metal recycling 
yards. 

The force has improved its in¬ 
telligence gathering with dedi¬ 
cated field intelligence officers 
and a single officer in each dis¬ 
trict responsible for co-ordi¬ 
nating work with support from 
the Central Intelligence Bureau 
(CIB). Their activity seeks to 
identify those who are not com¬ 
plying with legislation, stealing 
metal or handling stolen prop¬

Tickets on sale for comedy festival 


THE full Cambridge Comedy Festival line-up 
has been announced and tickets are now on 
sale. 

Launched in 2007 and gearing up for its 
seventh year, this summer's jam-packed 
festival will run from July 16-21.

Streets ahead 



Review of NOMADS’ 42nd Street at the Kings Theatre 
Newmarket until June I 

IT'S A REAL foot-tapping week this week at the 
Kings Theatre in Newmarket for NOMADS' latest 
production, the wonderful 42nd Street. 

With music by Harry Warren and lyrics by Al Dubin, 
the show is directed by Gail Baker, very ably assisted 
by Andy Ward. 

Set on the stage of a theatre in New York around the 
time of the Depression, the story tells of a new show, 
Pretty Lady, which is under rehearsal. 

Peggy Sawyer, a star-stuck chorus girl arrives from 
Allentown, Pennsylvania, for the audition, but the 
director is forced to choose one-time star Dorothy 
Brock in order to receive the financial backing from 
her wealthy beau, Abner Dillon. Dorothy is indignant 
at being asked to audition, but she is given the leading 
role, only to break her leg and is forced to pull out and 
Peggy is given the part. 

The production is breathtakingly fast and with the 
most amazing tap routines, and has the audience 
hooting for more after just about every routine. 

The songs are so recognisable and set in some lovely 
rich keys, with some of the greatest numbers coming 
from Ellen Nice as Peggy, and in particular, Young and 
Healthy, with Billy Lawlor (Liam Corbett), Tomasina 
Saunders, is stunning as the Prima donna, Dorothy 
and she is brilliant with 'You're getting to be a habit 
with me', 'I know now' and the wonderful pairing with 
Peggy in their scene with About a quarter to nine'. 

Eric Maguire is the great 'impressario' Julian Marsh, 
and treats us all to 'Lullaby of Broadway' along with 
a reprise of the title song. In fact the title song is the 
kind of song that has you singing along and stays with 


you for well into the next day! 

The ever popular Kate Nolan is entirely at home 
as Maggie Jones and she can throw away a line like 
nobody else, and still make it so important with such 
panache, and together with Andy Ward as Bert Berry, 
they lead the chorus in a great routine of 'Getting out 
of Town'. 

The other great song and dance numbers are 'We're 
in the money', 'There's a Sunny Side to Ev'ry Situation' 
'Shadow Waltz', 'Go into your dance', to name but 
three. Paul Richardson takes the part of Abner, with 
Colin Scott as the choreographer, Andy Lee, and 
Charles Graney and David Sherfield as Mac and Pat 
Denning. 

The show is full of such enthusiasm you find yourself 


totally engrossed in it and particular, 'Anytime' Annie, 
played by Laura Jolley along with every single one 
of the dance girls who are incredible. As well as the 
dazzling dance routines, the chorus harmonies are 
extraordinary, and the amount of costume changes 
make for such a spectacular show. 

Choreography is by Jessica Clifford and Andy Thorpe, 
and musical direction is in the hands of Simon Pearce 
who also provided voice over vocals for Billy Lawlor, as 
Liam was really under the weather and suffering from 
a throat virus on the preview night, any performer's 
worst nightmare.

THE BIG WEDDING 

certificate 15,1h29m 

Based on the 2006 French farce 
Mon Frere Se Marie, The Big 
Wedding chronicles the trials and 
tribulations of a fractured family 
on the biggest day in one young 
man's life. 

Justin Zackham's lacklustre English- 
language remake is laden with 
Oscar-winning and Oscar-nominated 
talent with impeccable comedic 
credentials including Diane Keaton, 
Robert De Niro, Katherine Heigl 
and Robin Williams. In fact, it is an 
embarrassment of acting riches. 

But where it matters - plot, 
character development and, hearty 
belly laughs - The Big WeddingiaWs 
to deliver. Perhaps something was 
lost in translation but Zackham's 
script lacks snappy dialogue and 
the aisles are crammed with broad 
stereotypes. 

The rogue's gallery includes a 
Catholic priest who abandons all 
hope for the souls of the bride and 
groom-to-be because they won't 
impose religion on their children 
and a sex-starved twentysomething 
virgin who is saving himself for his 
own wedding night. 

At the centre of all this madness is 
Alejandro Griffin (Ben Barnes), the 
Colombian-born adopted son of Don 
(Robert De Niro) and Ellie (Diane 
Keaton), who is poised to say ''I 
do" to his pretty sweetheart, Missy 


O'Connor (Amanda Seyfried). 

As the big day beckons, Alejandro 
has a huge favour to ask his now 
divorced adoptive parents. He 
needs them to pretend that they are 
still married so that his biological 
mother - a devout Catholic called 
Madonna (Patricia Rae) who is flying 
in specially for the wedding - won't 
be offended. 

Don, who now lives with Bebe 
(Susan Sarandon), and Ellie 
reluctantly agree to go along with 
the charade, as do the couple's 
grown-up children Lyla (Katherine 
Heigl) and Jared (Topher Grace), who 
have their own relationship woes. 

Once Madonna arrives at the 
celebrations with her sexually 
voracious daughter Nuria (Ana 


Ayora) in tow, one little white lie 
stacks atop another, right up to 
the point that family priest Father 
Monighan (Robin Williams) asks 
Alejandro and Missy to pledge 
themselves to each other before 
God. Sure enough, the tower of fibs 
eventually topples over 
It's a fair summation of The Big 
Wedding, a frothy and harmless 
confection that squanders the on¬ 
screen talent. Keaton, De Niro and 
Sarandon are powerless to polish the 
dialogue into sparkling gems, while 
Heigl's character embarks on an 
emotional rollercoaster that should 
have us choking back tears by the 
finale. Even Williams is out of sorts 
as the holy man.

Wet feet 

wonders 


THE other week, maverick designer Diarmuid 
Gavin advised gardeners that they would have 
to roll with the weather to ensure their gardens 
survived and thrived the extremes. 

That advice may prove useful to people who 
are looking out on yet another rainy day and 
wondering which plantings will 
withstand consistently soggy 
conditions and come to life in 
very wet soil. 

Look at the positives of 
having a boggy site. Damp 
ground is a valuable wildlife 
habitat and there are plenty of 
plants which will thrive happily 
with wet feet, including bugle 
(Ajuga reptans), Siberian 
iris, lobelia, Arum lily and 
globeflower. 

As for trees, native willows 
and alder are at their happiest in damp conditions 
if you have plenty of space to plant them a safe 
distance from your house. 

Quite a few perennials and shrubs will thrive, 
such as hostas (although be vigilant against 
slugs and snails) and Jerusalem sage (Pulmonaria 
saccharata), an evergreen with white spotted 
foliage and red, pink or white flowers that bloom 
from late winter to late spring, while the foam 


flower (Tiarella cordifolia) is a spreading perennial 
with spikes of creamy white. 

Popular shrubs which will tolerate a lot of water 
include many viburnums, dogwoods and spiraea. 
For those with big bog gardens which are wet 
throughout the winter and damp in summer, go 
for the enormous Gunnera 
manicata, which has dark green 
deciduous leaves spanning up to 
2.5m (8ft) and provides a great 
backdrop for seasonal flowers. 

If you haven't much space, 
it may be better to plump for 
smaller specimens such as 
houttuynia and mimulus. 

Another plant that boasts 
impressive foliage is the 
skunk cabbage (Lysichiton 
americanus), which grows 1m 
(3ft) high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. 
But try not to plant it too close to nose level, as its 
big yellow flowers have a striking odour. 

If you are creating a bog garden, bear in mind 
that bog plants look best in bold groups. Combine 
a good clump of foliage with some smaller, more 
colourful choices. 

For those who want more colour, astilbes love 
wet soil and produce delicate plumes in white, 
pink, mauve, red and crimson in summer.

For a splash of green and yellow in spring, 
Euphorbia palustris is the one to go for, although 
beware of the milky sap which can irritate skin. 

Cowslips should also be included in your bog 
garden border. Among the best is the giant 
cowslip (primula florindae), which grows to 
around 1m (3ft) and carries stunning tubular 
pendant yellow scented flowers in summer. 

Another wonderful variety which is easily sown 
from seed is Primula denticulata, which bears 
beautiful flowerballs in lavender, cerise, mauve or 
white. And candelabra primulas are also bursting 
with colour in early summer, in a vast range of 
colours. 

For a tall, elegant perennial, try Ligularia 
przewalskii, which has 2m (6ft) high stems and 
produces spires of yellow flowers in mid to late 


summer. 

If you want your colour scheme to last longer, 
plant some Rodgersia podophylla, which has 
creamy white flowers in the summer and leaves 
which change colour beautifully in the autumn. 

Remember that with plants which love soggy 
conditions, weed carefully as many of them will 
seed around the parents. If primulas do this, they 
have a tendency to produce a lot more colours. 

If you want your wet garden to look natural, 
plant around existing features such as logs or 
mossy tree stumps. And make sure you dig in 
plenty of organic matter to help them along. 

With a little imagination, you can soon reap 
the rewards of consistently wet soil and it should 
help stave off the misery of looking out at the 
rain.

Tate’s relishing 
Derby challenge 


MIRSAALE may be one of only three 
British-trained contenders left in 
Saturday’s Investec Derby but trainer 
James Tate feel his charge can only 
improve for the step up to a mile and a 
half in the Classic.

“He’s definitely up to Pattern-level 
ability and is by Sir Percy, who won 
the Derby, and is a half-brother to 
Meeznah, who was second past the 
post in the Oaks. 

“He’s a well-balanced horse and flew 
down the hill in the trial. 

“We are not terribly bothered about 
the ground, but the faster the better 
would do us very nicely.”

He could at least face one surprise 
rival in the shape of Aidan O’Brien’s 
Magician, an easy winner of the Irish 
2,000 Guineas on Saturday, while 
German contender Chopin has been 
supplemented at a cost of £75,000 by 
Andreas Wohler. 

■ Swiss Spirit is likely to run in the 
King’s Stand Stakes at Royal Ascot fol¬ 
lowing his unlucky second at Haydock 
on Saturday.
